The Nazis are fallin g back on the 1

stand, and a great battle may be 
expected. 
The Allies already have 
su rged throu gh the G u stav line and 
are in con tact at m an y points with 
the elaborate defenses which have 
bean nam ed after H itler becau se of 
the ir stren gth. 
The Germans are expecting the 
Allies to lau nch a fresh offensive 
from the Anzio beachhead in con­ 
ju nction with 
the drive on 
the 
Adolf Hitler defenses. 
It wou ldn’t 
be su rprisin g if this developed, thu s 
placing the 
m ain G erm an battle 
line in a n asty position between 
two drives.

captu re of M yitkyina a ir­

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS. Naples, May 18 ~The British Eighth army 
has captu red the fortress ru ins of Cassino an d the battered Benedictine 
monastery, and American troops 25 miles to the sou thwest have seized the 
coastal hinge city of Form ia, the Allied command annou nced today 
“The Gu stav line now has ceased to exist,” the annou n cem en t de­ 
clared. 
The dou ble victory toppled strongpoints at both ends of the fiercely- 
fou ght Nazi line in Italy. 
British troops slammed into Cassino—-which had withstood siege since 
Jan u ary-w h ile Poles seized M onastery hill. A su bstan tial portion of the 
elite Germ an first parachu te division—the Green Devils—was wiped ou t 
m the two strongholds, a special an nou ncem ent declared. 
The Germ an defenders of Cassino were encircled by tactics which 
avoided heavy casu alties th at wou ld have resu lted from fron tal assau lts 
su ch as were beaten back two m onths ago. 
A special Allied an n ou n cem en t declared" the enemy has been com­ 
pletely ou tnianeu vered by the Allied arm ies in Italy following the original 
breach of the Gu stav line by the Fifth arm y on May 14, an d the su bse­ 
qu ent rapid advance of French an d

Th e result was improvement 
in visual acuity, muscle balance, in 
blood pressure and increase in red 
blood cells. 
Th e h ot water bag and electric 
pad are also in th e armamentarium 
of tlie "h ouse moth er".
